I Monitch passed on to Eushal the partisans* aesoagOt according to which they 
I are well supplied with Cernan and Soviet weapons and even have sufficient anmunltlon : 

. for the forseeable future. Their stain shortages occur in the field of nodical 
< supplies, and there ie no hope of obtaining enough even for their noet urgent needs, 

. as the Soviets thenselves are desperately short of nodical siq^plies, at least in 
the B88S, (Bandages n&y be purchased for as high as 600 rubles sac^) 

i Thd partisans have ten radio sets in their pbat^ession. Monitoh has no details 
on this iBportant natter and c^arontly foiled to inquire further. 

9. In 1948, the partisans planned a na^or schene in the area of Baronovicae. 
they attacked the airport near Beiranovicse In an etteapt to eteal several planes 
with which to send adasariee to Vestem Suxope. The Soviets were prepared for 
this attack end inflicted sorloue losses upon the partisans; Yitushka was wounded 
in the am. Although the partisans had enlisted the ooeperntion of several Soviet ] 
Officers for their scheme, it was betrayed to faithful Soviet anthorities, epparaatrifr 
ly by members of the former Amiya Krai ova. (Uhen Poland had to cede tenltory 
east of the Carton line to the tISSH, about 8,^0 members of the AK voider Lupashko 
eleoisd to remain on TTSSB territory and to subordinate thsms elves to Byelorussian 
partisan ccarnmnd; some soeurlty problsns have arisen to the partisans from that 
because of the collaboration of other former AX personnel in Poland with the new 
regime.) 

Since tho debaole at Baraaoviose, the B/elorunblnn pnrtlunns liavH attempted 
to tighten thair security and to roorganixe In smaller colls. Ho mnjor military 
aotions have been undertaken since that time, and the partisans have been prs* 
oeetpied with the training of cadres, *
